Cincinnati, Oct. 16.— At the beginning 
of the first act of “Dangers of a Great 
City” at Robinson’s opera house, Fri 
day evening, there was a sharp crack 
in the ceiling of the theater, and a 
piece of plastering a foot long and 
three inches wide fell into the orches- 
tra from the east side. Many of the 
audience started to their feet, but 
there was no further intimation of 



Washington, Oct. 18. — An abstract j 
of the annual report of the general su- i 
periuteiident of the railway mail serv- 
ice follows: 

At the close of the year there were 
1,164 railway post office lines, manned 
by 0,854 clerks: 3.3 electric and cable 
lines, with 102 clerks; 42 steamboat 
lines, with 57 clerks, making total 
number of lines 1,239, and total num- 
ber of clerks 7,013. In addition to 
these there were 311 clerks assigned to 
duty at important junctions and depots, 
and 238 detailed to clerical duty in the 
various offices of the service, making a 
grand total of 7,562 clerks. 

The miles of railroad covered by rail- 
way post ottiee car service was 154,225; 
of electric and cable, 303, and of sWain- 
boat lines, 7,4.59. The grand total of 
miles traveled of all clas.ses of service 
was 282,830,031. There were 054 whole 
ears in use and 173 in reserve, and 2,020 
apartments in cars in use and .540 in re- 
serve. 

The number of pieces of ail classes 
of mail matter distributed on tlie cars 
during the year was 11,571,540,080, ex- 
clusive of registeretl matter and city 
mail. Of registered matter there 
were 10,2.50,003 pieces in all. The 
amount of city mail di.stributed for 
stations and carriers during the year 
aggregated 402,409,040 pieces. The in- 
crea.se of ordinary mail liandled over 
the previous year was 3.7 per cent. A 
comparative table covering a perit>d of 
10 years shows that there has liecn an 
inerea.se in the amount of mail liandled 
of 77.2 per cent and increase in the 
working force of 48.6 per cent. 

There were 559 ca.sualtics during the 
year, in which 14 clerks lost their lives, 
33 were seriously and 75 slightly in- 
jured. This is a larger number of cas- 
ualties and fatalities than has occurred 
during any previous year since the or- 
ganization of the service. The pa.s.sage 
of a bill for the relief of the families of 
clerks killed in the line of duty; of 
clerks injured and unfitted for service 
permanently, or temporarily, and for 
the retirement on partial pay of clerks 
who have served so long as to be unfit- 
ted for service, has again been urged. 

The annual report of W. 8. Shallen- 
berger, second assistant postmaster 
general made public Sunday night 
gives uninteresting review of the prin- 
cipal developments in the entire postal 
transportation service of the United 
States and connecting foreign mails. 
It shows an aggregate of appropria- 
tions for this large part of the postal 
service for the current year of $51,041,- 
23S; the probable deficiency is $500,- 
000, making the estimated expendi- 
tures this year .$51,. 54 1,238, This will 
be $1,623,045, or three and one quarter 
per cent, more than for the fi.scal year 
just closed. The estimate for the fiscal 
year, 1899, is $53,337, 260, which is $1,796,- 
021 more than the estimated expendi- 
ture for the current year. The an- 
nual rate for the inland mail service in 
the year just closed was $49,862,074, and 
for foreign mail service $1,791,170, after 
deducting $2.58,029 for intermediary 
.service to foreign countries.

It is the bridge that bears the tracks of 
the New' York division of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, the busiest division of 
the Pennsylvania system. 

The time set for the replacement was 
the 48 minutes intervening betw'een 
the passage over the bridge of the 
Chestnut Hill accommodation trains 
leaving Broad street station at 2:47 p. 
m. and at 3:35 p. m. 

A W’ork train crossed the eastern end 
of the bridge and stopped. The gangs 
of trackmen began to un$pike the rails 
of the westbound track on the old 
span. This done, the grapplers of the 
work train took hold of the ends of 
the rails, the engine started up and the 
entire length of rail.s, 242 feet, was 
snaked off' in short order. 

Meanw’hile four stationary engines, 
v'ue at each end on a level wdth the 
bridge foundations and another at each 
end on scows securely mooned at the 
base of the bridge piers, w’ere puffing 
and emphasizing their readiness for 
the task they had to do. There was 
said to be less than a hundred horse 
power represented in these four en- 
gines, yet so well was everything ar- 
ranged that they moved the leviathan 
without any apparent overexertion. 

Then the signal w’as given for the lit- 
tle stationary engines to a.ssert them- 
selves. It seemed as if they all started 
at the identical instant. There was a 
tightening of the cables, an almost im- 
perceptible creak of a w'heel some- 
w'here, and the big bulk began to move 
northward.

Almost Completely Destroyed . by Fire— > 
Nearly Four Hundred Buildings Burned- 
Loss 93,000,000. 

Halifax, N. S., Oct. 18. — Historic 
Windsor, one of the most beautiful 
towns in the province, was devastated 
by fire Sunday morning. For six 
hours, beginning shortly before 8 a.m., 
the fire, fanned by a violent northwest 
gale, raged so fiercely that the lo- 
cal fire department was absolutely 
helpless to cope with it and within 
half an hour after is discovery the 
mayor began to call for outside as.sist- 
ance. Long before noon the town had 
been eaten up almost completely, the 
area covered by the flames being 
nearly a mile square, and of the 
four hundred or more buildings that 
occupy the section, barely half a dozen 
scorched structures remain. Among 
the buildings that escaped are the 
Windsor cotton factory. King's college, 
the Anglican church, the Edgehill 
School for Girls and the Buffrin hotel. 

The total loss is estimated roughly 
at $3,000,000. While a number of the 
heaviest losers are partially insured and 
some of them pretty well covered, the 
total insurance is calculated to be not 
more than half a million.

FIREPROOF WOOD FOR SHIPS. 

Some of the Advamtaores and Dlsad- 
vantaarea Incident to Ita Use. 

j Noninflammable wood, or fireproof 
wood, as it is commonly spoken of out- 
side of the circle of experts, has re- 
ceived/ considerable attention from 
naval constructors and naval engineers 
.vince the Yaloo river fight in the China- 
Japan war, and more especiall3' fbe 
recent international congress of naval 
architects and marine engjineers at 
Ijondon*, and from the naval authorities 
of the United States and Japan. The 
chief of the bureau of ordnance of the 
United States navy recentl3' n^ade some 
tests of fireproof wood for the purpose 
of reporting upon its value for use in 
making boxes for fixed ammunition. 
His report declares that the wood, by 
being treated with the chemicals used 
in the fireproof process, lost consider- 
able strength and was difficult to work; 
that it also corroded a piece of brass 
placed between two pieces of it, ab- 
sorbed moisture to a marked extent and 
refused to receive paint. This report 
resulted in instructions by Secretarv' 
Long to the board of bureau chiefs to 
make a thorough investigation of the 
use of fireproof wood», and the result is 
predicted that the government will find 
it advisable to cancel contracts that 
have been made for fitting vessels under 
construction, with wood! thus treated. 

The board of bureau chiefs has re- 
ceived several rejports already. The 
Columbian iron works at Baltimore re- 
ports that five coats of paint were tried 
on a single section of fireproof wood, 
and it refused to receive an3' of them. 
Of the superintending constructors at 
the various naval stations one report 
declares that the tools emplo3'edi in 
working the wood have been badl3' cor- 
roded b3' the chemicals used in the fire- 
proofing treatment. Another makes 
n report upon, the corrosive effect upon 
the steel and iron in the ship. It is also 
reported that the woodi is exceedingly' 
porous and is apt to make the decks of 
a ship spong3*. An article recentl3" ap- 
.j>eared in an English service paper writ- 
ten b3* “an expert” in which the writer 
describes the decks of the armored 
cruiser Brook 13m as of noninflammable 
wood, andi he contrasted their appear- 
ance disadvantageously with those of 
the British men-of-war. He also pre- 
dicted that the decks would not wear 
well and was genera!l3'. uncompliment- 
ary to noninflammable wood. 

Prof. Biles, the well-knofivn English- 
expert, has corrected this statement b3' 
declaring the declcs of the Brooklyn are 
not of noninflammable wood, but that 
the3’ are “thorouglil3' sound and fho- 
roughl3'durable”andinever3' respectnp 
to the mark. The decks of the Brook]3'i> 
are of Oregon pine. The gunboat Helen,-* 
is fitteil with a deck made of fireproof 
wood, and' the board of bureau chiefs is 
to make a close inspection of the ma- 
terial an<i its effect upon the ship and 
report upon the advisability' of its use 
in the future. The onl3’ large vessel in 
the navy the decks of which are built 
with the fireproof wood is the battle- 
ship lowfl. 

The subject of nonin'tlammable wood 
w'as di.scussed at much length bv the 
international congress of naval archi- 
tects and marine engineers. Charles E. 
Ellis, describing the process of making 
wood noncombustible, saidi that it in- 
creased the weight from eight to fifteen 
per cent., acd that the arguments for its 
use rested upon two grounds onl3' — i.e., 
because it is non inflammable and be- 
cause, by reason of its low' conductivity 
of heat, it .mav be emplo3'ed in substi- 
tution for material of greater conduct- 
ive power. Others spoke favorably of the 
material. Its chief drawbacks were 
represented to be its weight and cost. 
Prof. Biles suggested that the effect of 
weather on the wood might be nullified 
if the decks were wafted with a solu- 
tion of the ehen.fieals used in the fire- 
proofing process. The syvstem is realiv* 
an .American invention, and so much 
disc-ussion was giver, the subject by the 
congress .that the British admiralty 
'has ordered a scr'ies of experiments to 
be made at the (Miatham dockyard in 
ord'er to obtain additional and valuable 
information of the advantages or dis- 
advantages of the fireproof wood. — N. 
A’, Tribune.

The spoiler of the 
Maison Caree, in his ehoice. seems to 
have leaneil to the vieyvs of those ar- 
chaeologists yvho maintain that the 
Tourmagne was a treasure house in 
Homan or pre-Rom;iu times. At an3' 
rate, he used it as such, for the yvhole 
collection yvas found stored away 
‘there, and has now been once more 
replaced in its usual and acces.«ible 
show cases. — N. Y, Times.

And the last 
may often outweigh the first in dollars 
and cents, when is taken into con- 
sideration the moving of heavy loads 
for a considerable distance over poor 
roads.

It is not those 
alone who drive for pleasure or busi- 
ness over our highways that should ask 
for or demand their improved condi- 
tion. This ‘is for their interest and
